is approaching the Svica. river, fifteen 
miles from, Kalusz, where the Austro- 
German soldiers are expected to make 
a strong stand. 


North of the Dniester the Russians 


are fighting for the railroad town of 
Buczczovice, an 
important, position 


north of Halicz. 


The Russians are now astride the 


railway and highways leading from 
Stanislau to Stryj. 
This latter town 


is another of the key positions de- 
fending Lemberg on the south. 


Towards the Carpathian 
foothills 


west of Stanislau, the Russian 
ad- 


vance has slowed down owing to the 
difficult nature of the ground 
at- 


tacked. 


In the course of the battles in East- 


ern Galicia on Wednesday, says the 
official statement issued todav by the. 
Russian war department, the Russians 
captured ten officers and 850 rank 
and file, chiefly Germans. Thsy also 
took five heavy guns and ten machine 
guns.

resignations and a shakeup in British 
officialdom may follow the resignation 
of J. Austen Chamberlain, secretary 
for India, was stated today.

The difficulty of 
securing the services of a competent man v\as rec- 
ognized. At a recent meeting of the same commit- 
tee, Commissioner Horse, head of the department 
of public works., offered the same suggestion.

is understood that Mayor Davie has spoken favor- 
ably of this procedure. The best available talent 
should be secured. A cheap man would be the 
most expensive.. Political considerations should be 
eschewed. This suggestion should receive prompt 
attention.

This is but another evi- 
dence of the far reaching effect of the war on 
all American industries.

blacklisted 
from employment in I 


| California, according to Adjutant General 
jJ. J. Borree. 


The reason for the blacklist, says Gen- 


eral Borree, is that the convicts were 
compelled to register on their registra- 
tion certificates in the name of the pris- 
on in which they -were confined, thus 
branding iheui lo feiuplo>er:> ds» ex-iun- 
victs. 


"When a man goes to seek a position 


now." sajs Borree, "one of 
the first 


things the employer asks the man is to 
show Ins regt-stration certificate. 


"In the case of a discharged convict 


he produces his registration certificate, 
imparting the information that he reg- 
istered at either Folsom or San Quentin 
prison, and immediately the employer in- 
forms him that he is sorry, but cannot 
use him 
I 


"This Is added punishment for the crime) 


the man committed and should be done 
away with. He paid the penalty for his 
crime by ser\ing his time in prison and 
should be given a chance to make good. 
He should not be forever branded as an 
e\-convict to be shunned by employers. 
This treatment only drives him back into] 
the life of crime." 


As a remedy General Borree suggests 


that the government issue cards to these 
discharged convicts stating that they are 
exempt from military service and avoid- 
ing any reference as to where they reg- 
istered.
